SUMMARY Gertrude Gipson-Penland was the society editor of the Los Angeles Sentinel. 


Herman Spurlock, well known on Central Avenue, made a living putting together 
shows and entertainment for nightclubs and fundraisers. 

Leon Hardwick started his career at the newspaper, The Call, and went on to work 
as a public relations expert. 

"Hat" was an officer at the Newton Street Police Station, one of a number of new 
young officers who started about the same time as future Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
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Bradley. 

Curtis C. Taylor was a successful attorney, educated at Howard University. 
Catherine Garcia was a politically active woman originally from Washington DC, 
and after she moved to Los Angeles she spent time motivating other women to be 
active in civic organizations. 

Joe "Smoke Rings" Harris was a Los Angeles reporter.
